The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
17 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest or teach the 
recited first liquefied gas storage vessel, adapted to store a composition as a liquefied 
gas at a first temperature and a first pressure, the first temperature and first pressure 
being sufficient to maintain the composition as a liquefied gas; a high pressure storage 
vessel for receiving the liquefied gas; a first heat exchanger to maintain the composition 
at a temperature below the vaporization point of the liquefied gas (See claim 1); 
pumping the liquefied gas from the refrigerated storage vessel to the smaller storage 
vessel; through a pump located between the two vessels; and cooling the liquefied gas 
to a temperature below the first temperature as it is being pumped from the refrigerated 
storage vessel to the smaller storage vessel (See claim 17).
